by affording to His Majesty’s Subjects in Preamble: 
England and Ireland respectively more effectual means 
of enforcing at law Pecuniary Engagements contracted in one 
Country by Persons who reside or possess Estates in the other, greater 
confidence will be placed in such Engagements, and the interests 
of His Majesty’s Subjects in both Countries be thereby promoted; 

it therefore (Snactet), by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the 6ame, THAT in all cases where final where final 
Judgments shall have been obtained and enrolled, or shall hereafter #J udg " ,ent * 

have been 

be obtained and enrolled, in any of His Majesty’s Courts of King’s 
Bench, Common Pleas, or Exchequer at Westminster or in Ireland 
respectively, for any Debt, Damages, Costs or Rent which shall have 
been thereby adjudged to be paid, it shall and may be lawful, from 
and after the passing of this Act, to and for any Person or Persons 
entitled to the benefits of such Judgment, in case such Judgment 
shall have been obtained and enrolled in any of the said Courts in 
England, to enter up in manner hereinafter mentioned a like Judg- 
ment in His Majesty’s Court of King’s Bench in Ireland, or in case 
such Judgment shall have been obtained or entered up in any of the

And be it further Enacted, That the Court of King’s Bench in 
Ireland, in case such Judgment shall have been obtained in any of 2 
the said Courts in England, and the Court of King’s Bench at 
Westminster, in case such Judgments shall have been obtained in any 
of the said Courts in Ireland, upon the production of a transcript 
of the record of any such Judgment as aforesaid, engrossed or 
written upon vellum or parchment, signed by the proper officer of 
the Court where such Judgment shall have been obtained, and 
certified by the said officer to be an unsatisfied Judgment, and 
upon the production of a Memorial, also engrossed or written upon 
vellum or parchment, signed by the party or parties claiming to be 
entitled to the benefit of such Judgment as aforesaid, and bearing 
date the day of the execution thereof, and containing the names of 
the Parties to such Judgment, the Court, Term and year in which the 
same shall have been entered up, and the Debt, Damages, Costs or 
rent thereby adjudged, and also containing the Names, Residences and 
description of the Party or Parties claiming to be entitled as afore- 
said, and stating the character, right or title under or by virtue of 
which they claim as aforesaid, and stating that such Judgment is a 
subsisting and unsatisfied Judgment, and also stating the amount due 
thereon at the time of such execution, for principal, interest and 
costs, and upon proof by affidavit to the satisfaction of such Court of 
the signature of such Transcript by the proper Officer of such Court, 
and of the due execution of such Memorial, and of the truth of the 
matters contained in such Memorial, shall, upon motion to be made 
in open Court in Term, or if in the Vacation before a Judge of the 
said Court in Chambers, order, by a Rule absolute in the first 3 
instance, such Transcript and Memorial to be entered of record, 
and enrolled on a Roll to be kept in such Courts respectively for that 
purpose, and to be called in the Court of King’s Bench in Ireland 
the Roll for English Judgments, and to be called in the Court of 
King’s Bench at Westminster the Roll for Irish Judgments. 



Operation of And be it further Enacted, That the Enrolment of such Transcript 
such Enrol- an d Memorial shall thereupon become and be and have all the 
operation of a Record of a Judgment of the Court in which the same 
shall be enrolled, to all intents and purposes as if the same had been 
originally given and recorded in such Court, and that any English 
Judgment enrolled in Ireland , according to the provisions of this 
Act, may be assigned as if the same had been an original Judgment 
of the said Court according to the provisions of an Act passed in 
Ireland in the ninth year of the reign of King George the Second, 

intituled, 
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intituled, “An Act for the more effectual Assigning of Judgments, 9 G. 2.(1.) 
and the more speedy Recovery of Rents by Distress,” which Act 
shall be held to extend and apply to Judgments enrolled in the 
Court of King’s Bench in Ireland under the authority of this Act : 

Provided always, That no Assignment shall have any force or effect 
until an Entry shall be made thereof upon the Roll or Record of 
the original Judgment obtained in the Court at Westminster, and 
that a certificate of such Entry shall be indorsed upon the said 
Assignment, and that such Entry and Certificate shall be respectively 
signed by the officer of the said Court upon the said Assignment 
duly perfected according to the provisions of the said recited Act 
being produced to him, which Entry and Certificate shall respectively 
4 comprise the Names of the Parties to the said Assignment, the 
Date thereof, and the Sum stated therein to be due upon the foot 
of the said Judgment: Provided always, That no Writ of Error No Writ 
shall be brought upon any such Record of Enrolment made under shafnse 
the authority of this Act ; and provided also, that no such Judgment SiUcor P dl l 

shall affect any Defendant or Defendants, or any Person or Persons -°^ shaU such

now in force as to the revival or as to the doggeting of Judgments, 
which shall extend to and regulate the effect of Judgments enrolled 
under this Act in the same manner as they now extend to and regu- 
late the effect of Judgments of the said Courts respectively; and 
that when either of the said two Judgments shall be satisfied upon 
the Roll or Record thereof, a certificate thereof shall be signed by 
the officer of the Court wherein the Judgment so satisfied shall have 
been enrolled, and shall be produced to the officer of the Court 
wherein the other of the said two J udgments has been obtained, and 
that a like satisfaction shall be thereupon entered upon the Roll or 
Record thereof, and a Certificate of such satisfaction shall be signed 
by the said officer, and delivered by him to the Person requiring the 
same.

And be it further Enacted, by the authority aforesaid. That any writs of 
Defendant or Defendants may have a Writ of Error in the Court in Proceed 

which the Judgment was given ; and that if such Writ of Error stays > n . the 

the proceedings in such Court, upon a Certificate under the hand which j U d g - 
of the proper officer of such Court, that the proceedings are stayed given.'ufstay 
pending a Writ of Error, all proceedings shall be stayed in the Court inCourtto* 
to which a transcript of the Record has been sent as aforesaid, until ^*' a ^ h f . he . 
the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs are again at liberty to proceed in the first- sent - 
mentioned Court. 

And be it further Enacted, That in the case of a Record enrolled Effect^a

have the effect of a Judgment in an action in which the venue has 
been laid in the county of Middlesex, both with respect to issuing 
Process of Execution and with respect to all Writs of Scire facias; 
and that in the case of a Record enrolled in the Court of King’s 
Bench in Ireland, such Record shall have the effect of a Judgment 
in an action in which the venue has been laid in the county of the 
city of Dublin, both with respect to issuing Process of Execution and 
with respect to all Writs of Scire facias. 

And be it further Enacted, That the Officer who shall sign any 
Transcript of any Record for the purposes of this Act, at the time 
of such signing shall make a Note on the original Record that a 
Transcript has been given out for the purposes of this Act, and shall 
endorse on such Transcript that it is a true Transcript of a Record 
given for the purposes of this Act, and shall endorse the number of 
the original Roll on such Transcript. 

And be it further Enacted, That Affidavits for the purposes of 
this Act, or for the purposes of carrying into effect or enforcing or 
otherwise relating to Judgments enrolled under this Act, to be used 
in the Court of King’s Bench in Ireland, may be sworn before any 
Commissioner appointed by the Court of King’s Bench in Ireland 
to take Affidavits in Great Britain by virtue of an Act passed in the 
fifty-fifth year of the reign of King Geokge the Third, intituled, 
“ An Act for the better Examination of Witnesses in the Courts of 
Equity in Ireland , and for empowering the Courts of Law and Equity 
in Ireland to grant Commissions for taking Affidavits in Great 
Britain j” and that Affidavits of the due Execution of Assignments 
of Judgments obtained and enrolled in the Court of King’s Bench in 
Ireland under the authority of this Act, and of Assignments of Judg- 
ments obtained and enrolled in the Courts of King’s Bench, Common 
Pleas, and Exchequer in Ireland respectively, and of the Memorials 
of such Assignments respectively, shall be made, if in Ireland before 
a Judge of the Court wherein the Judgment shall have been obtained, 
or before the proper Officer of the said Court, and if in England 
before any Commissioner appointed by the said Court for taking 
Affidavits in Great Britain under the authority of the said last- 
mentioned Act ; and that Affidavits for the purposes of this Act, or 
for the purposes of carrying into effect or enforcing or otherwise 
relating to Judgments enrolled under this Act, to be used in the 
Court of King’s Bench at Westminster , may be sworn before any 
Commissioner appointed by the Court of King’s Bench at Westminster 
to take Affidavits in Ireland by virtue of an Act passed in the third 
and fourth years of the reign of His present Majesty, intituled, 
“ An Act for the further Amendment of the Law, and the better 
Advancement of Justice.”
